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Fiscal court approves sign ordinance first reading 


Second reading expected Sept. 2

After much deliberation, a first 
reading of a proposed new sign ordi¬ 
nance narrowly passed in a 4-2 vote 
at the Anderson County Fiscal Court 
regular session Tuesday 

Voting in favor of the new sign 
ordinance was Judge-Executive John 


Wayne Conway, along with magis¬ 
trates Juretta Wells, David Mont¬ 
gomery and Buddy Sims. Magistrates 
David Ruggles and Kenny Barnett 
voted against the ordinance, and Mag¬ 
istrate Forrest Dale Stevens was not 
present. 

Fiscal court approved the sign ordi¬ 
nance first reading with the follow¬ 
ing amendments: 

•In Section 1180 Non-conforming 
Signs portion number three, the 


language was changed to “A non-con- 
forming sign shall be removed when 
the use to which it refers has been 
abandoned for more than six months 
or if the sign itself is abandoned.” 

•Language was clarified in Section 
1190 Off-site freestanding signs/bill¬ 
boards portion number four to ensure 
the it was understood only a total of 
four billboards will be permitted on 
the U.S. 127/Bluegrass Parkway inter¬ 
change area and four permitted at 


exit 48 along the Bluegrass Parkway 
interchange area. 

■Section 1110-01 Intent portion 
number three was changed to “It is 
recognized and understood that no 
ordinance can be written that can 
possible anticipate every individual 
situation, scenario, special circum¬ 
stance, type of business and ongoing 
and changing future technologies. 

In those instances, every business or

Blaze destroys 
Mount Eden 
Fire Department 

No injuries reported, but nearly 
all trucks, equipment lost

An early morning blaze ripped 
through the Mount Eden Fire Depart¬ 
ment Tuesday morning, destroying 
the metal structure and all it con¬ 
tained. 

Lt. John Butler with the Mount 
Eden Fire Department said the fire 
occurred at 5:13 a.m., and destroyed 
the building and all the department 
owned. 

“We lost a forestry truck, an engine, 
a tanker (truck) and an SUV,” he said, 
glancing around as firefighters and 
investigators milled around the still 
smoldering scene at about 10 a.m. 

“We have an engine and a tanker at 
our Station 2 (in Southville), but this 
was basically everything we had. It’s 
where we keep all our equipment and 
everything,” he said, gesturing toward

Clerk’s Office 
move on track

Great strides have been made in 
getting closer to moving the Ander¬ 
son County Clerk’s Office into the 
former Town 8c Country Bank 
building on Main Street. 

County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
said the FDIC recently released the 
deed to the property, and the deed 
was signed and a title insurance 
policy was purchase Wednesday. 

Jason Denny, Anderson County 
Clerk, said at an Anderson County 
Fiscal Court session Tuesday that 
he is the process of advertising for 
vendors for the carpentry, electri¬ 
cal, stair lift and security system 
modifications needed at the new 
location. 

Fiscal Court approved the pur¬ 
chase of the Town 8c Country Bank 
property in November 2013 for the 
amount of $260,000, which was 
found to be $120,000 less than the 
appraised value in January. 

In January, Anderson County 
Judge-Executive John Wayne Con-

person may file an application 
for a variance or conditional use 
permit with the Board of Zoning 
Adjustments for, including but 
not limited to, the number of 
signs allowed, size, location, set¬ 
back, heights, type of business, as 
well as sign types not anticipated 
by this ordinance.” 

Ruggles said his main point 
of concern with the sign ordi¬ 
nance was the billboards along 
the bypass. Ruggles said he was 
opposed to any billboards along 
the bypass because once some are 
permitted it will open the door 
for more and get quickly out of 
hand. 

“It’s a balance between public 
protection and government inter¬ 
ference,” said Ruggles. 

He said he felt billboards are 
an antiquated method of adver¬ 
tising and people primarily get 
their information on the internet 
or word of mouth about a prod¬ 
uct, business or service. 

“There are 19,000 vehicles 
that go up and down the bypass 


every day. If a business can’t 
survive, there isn’t a billboard in 
the world that can save it,” said 
Ruggles. 

Buddy Sims disagreed with 
Ruggles’ stance on billboards. 

“I have no problem with any 
signs, especially billboards,” said 
Sims. He discussed the usefulness 
of billboards in promoting local 
businesses and providing eco¬ 
nomic development. 

Ruggles had a different view 
on economic development. 

He said economic growth 
comes from industry not bill¬ 
boards. He said the success of a 
business has everything to do 
with the word of mouth not bill¬ 
boards. 

County Attorney Bobbi Jo 
Lewis said she appreciated the 
magistrates’ ability to have an 
eloquent and spirited debate. She 
said she understood both sides 
of the argument and urged Sims 
and Ruggles to find some sort of 
common ground and not throw 
out the entire ordinance over one 
particular point. 

“A comprehensive document 
like this is never going to get to 
a point where everyone is satis¬ 
fied,” said Lewis. 


Ruggles refused to compro¬ 
mise on his opposition of bill¬ 
boards. 

“I am doing a tremendous 
amount of compromise already,” 
said Ruggles. “There are a lot of 
things within this that I don’t 
like at all. The one thing I won’t 
compromise on is billboards.” 

Barnett, who also voted 
against the sign ordinance, said 
he felt the new sign ordinance 
was “too restrictive.” 

Last month, magistrates were 
split in half on passing and 
opposing the sign ordinance, 
making the motion fail. 

The sign ordinance is a joint 
venture with the city, county 
and Anderson County Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. Last month, 
the Lawrenceburg City Council 
unanimously passed the new 
ordinance, but could not move 
forward with a second reading 
until fiscal court also approved 
the first reading. 

If passed, the sign ordinance 
will be extended from five-pages 
to a 30-page document. 

Conway said he expects the 
second reading of the sign ordi¬ 
nances to come up on the Sept. 2 
meeting.

Goodlett, who has 
served on the Lawrence¬ 
burg City Council for 
the past eight years, said 
his eight years serving 
as the finance commit¬ 
tee chairman equipped 
him with the proper 
budgetary knowledge to 
run for mayor. 

Goodlett said his 
main concerns are tour¬ 


ism, economic develop¬ 
ment and the revitaliza¬ 
tion of Main Street. 

“We have a real 
opportunity for tour¬ 
ism with the Bourbon 
Trail to lock in tourism,” 
said Goodlett. “Tourism 
and economic develop¬ 
ment tend to go hand in 
hand.” 

He said he believed 
none of these goals will 
happen overnight, but 
are achievable in the 
foreseeable future if 
everyone works togeth¬ 


er. 

“I think the city is 
heading in the proper 
direction, and I want to 
continue to expand on 
the opportunities we 
have,” he said. 

Anderson County 
Clerk Jason Denny noted 
some other important 
dates of the November 
General Election. 

•Aug. 14 at 2 p.m. is 
the public drawing for 
the nonpartisan posi¬ 
tions on the ballot. 

•Oct. 6 is the last day 


to register to vote in the 
General Election. 

•Oct. 24 at 4 p.m. is 
the last day for nonpar¬ 
tisan candidates to file 
as write-in. 

•On or before Oct. 30 
the ballot will be pub¬ 
lished. 

Denny said the 
county had about a 30 
percent voter turnout 
at the primary election 
and expect to see a 60 
percent voter turnout 
in the general election.

way said the plans called for 
about $60,000 of renovations to 
meet the needs of the county 
clerk’s office. The property will 
give more space for voting and 
record storage. Conway said he 
expects the clerk’s office to be 
able to move into the new space 
in late October. 


In other news, fiscal court 
approved the purchase of 17 new 
memory cards for electronic 
machines that total votes on 
Election Day. 

Denny said it will cost $66 
each to replace the memory 
cards, a total of $1,122. The 
manufacturer recommends the 
memory cards be replaced every 
four years to avoid malfunction 
in voting tabulation. 

Currently, the memory cards 


are four years old. 

Conway also announced his 
intent to raise $500 for a brick 
to be placed at the Kentucky 
National Guard Memorial in 
Frankfort to honor Anderson 
County native National Guard 
members.

the burnt out shells of 
the tanker and other 
trucks and unidentifi¬ 
able debris. 

There were no inju¬ 
ries, Butler said, as the 
department is all volun¬ 
teer, so no one was at the 
station, but the blaze is 
devastating, he said. 

“It’s a major loss to 
the community,” he said. 
“This is our 50th anni¬ 
versary year, too. But no 
one was hurt, and this 
can all be replaced and 
rebuilt.” 

Butler, who is in 
charge until Mount 
Eden Fire Chief Doug 
Herndon recovers from 
a foot injury, said that 
arson is not suspected. 

“I don’t think so; I real¬ 
ly don’t, but we just don’t 
know,” he said. “We have 
an investigator from the 
City of Shelby ville look¬ 
ing into it.” 

Butler said firefight¬ 
ers were unable to save 
the structure. 

“When I got here, it 
was fully involved; we 
weren’t able to pull any¬ 
thing out,” he said. 

Donald Bentley, who 
owns Bentley Monu¬ 
ments next to the fire 
station on Van Buren 
Road, said a resident 
living across the street 
from the fire depart¬ 
ment called him and 
told him the structure 
was on fire, so he came 
in early, arriving at 5:30 
a.m. 

“It sure is bad; it’s 
hard to believe the fire 
department can burn 
down,” he said. 

Butler said that in 
order to continue to pro¬ 
vide fire service to the 
community of Mount 
Eden, they are going to 
have to call upon help 
from other departments. 

“We’re going to have 
sit down with Shelby 
County, Shelby ville, 


Waddy and Spencer, and 
come up with a game 
plan,” he said. 

Tony Carriss, Shelby 
County magistrate in 
District 6, which serves 
the Mount Eden area, 
called the situation a 
tragedy for the commu¬ 
nity. 

“The Mount Eden Fire 
Department is one of the 
cornerstones of our com¬ 
munity, and to lose such 
a valuable asset like this, 
is tragic for the com¬ 


munity as well as the 
firefighters that work 
so hard to keep us safe,” 
he said. “They’re a resil¬ 
ient group, the Mount 
Eden Fire Department 
folks, and I know they’ll 
bounce back and be 
even better and have an 
even better facility in 
the future.” 

Officials at the 
Shelby ville Fire Depart¬ 
ment have no word 
yet on the cause of the 
blaze.

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Comer says he will run for governor next year

State Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer confirmed his 
entry into the 2015 gov¬ 
ernor’s race on Saturday 
while taking shots at 
political opponents and 
telling rowdy crowds 
at the annual Fancy 
Farm picnic that he will 
defend coal and fight 
for smaller government. 

“We need real lead¬ 
ership now more than 
ever, completely focused 
on making Kentucky 
the most competitive 
state in the U.S. to own 
a business, get a job and 
get a world class edu¬ 
cation,” said Comer, a 
Republican and former 
state representative. He 
was drowned out by 
applause from GOP sup¬ 
porters when announc¬ 


ing that “I will be a 
candidate for governor 
in 2015.” 

Comer’s announce¬ 
ment — widely expected 
by Kentucky political 
observers — makes him 
the third candidate to 
officially enter the con¬ 
test, and he said he will 
name a running mate 
on Sept. 9 amid a formal 
campaign roll-out. So 
far, former Louisville 
Metro Council member 
Hal Heiner is the only 
other candidate pub¬ 
licly vying for the GOP 
nomination. Heiner, a 
Louisville businessman 
who has raised nearly 
$4.4 million — includ¬ 
ing $4 million that he 
loaned his own cam¬ 
paign — said Saturday 
that he hopes to have a 
broad series of debates 
so voters can discern dif¬ 


ferences in background 
of candidates. 

“I’ve spent the last 20 
years of my life build¬ 
ing a business,” Heiner 
said. “He’s spent the 
last 15 years building 
a political organiza¬ 
tion. So we’re coming 
into this race from two 
completely different 
vantage points.” But 
Comer jabbed at Heiner 
during his speech, pre¬ 
dicting that “the next 
governor will not be a 
multimillionaire from 
Louisville.” 

Attorney General 
Jack Conway is seeking 
a nod on the Democratic 
side, and also spoke at 
the picnic, focusing 
mostly on his work com¬ 
bating drug abuse, inter¬ 
net crimes against chil¬ 
dren and fraud against 
the state. 


“That’s a proven 
record... of delivering 
for the people of Ken¬ 
tucky, and that’s what 
happens when you put 
people over politics,” he 
said. 

Comer, 41, and a 
native of Tompkins- 
ville, signaled ahead 
of Fancy Farm that he 
would make his inten¬ 
tions public on Saturday 
even though he was 
competing with high- 
profile appearances by 
Republican U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell and 
Democratic challenger 
Alison Lundergan 
Grimes. Democratic 
Political Consultant 
Danny Briscoe said that 
strategy was a mistake, 
and he predicted that 
Comer’s comments 
could get lost in the 
shuffle of other Fancy 


Farm speeches. 

“It’s almost like he’s 
trying to get two bites 
at the apple, and I don’t 
think it will work,” Bris¬ 
coe said. But Kentucky 
politico Trey Grayson, 
who is president and 
CEO of the Northern 
Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce, said the 
timing makes sense 
given all the attention 
on Fancy Farm this 
year. “Fancy Farm is 
always a good place to 
make news,” he said. “It’s 
the epicenter of politics 
this weekend. Whether 
you are announcing for 
governor or hinting at 
something, you can do a 
show of force.” 

Comer, who first won 
a seat in the Kentucky 
House at age of 27, 
served as a state repre¬ 
sentative from 2001 to 
2011 when he secured 


the commissioner’s 
office in a decisive elec¬ 
tion victory. 

Much of his time 
at the department has 
focused on reintroduc¬ 
ing hemp production 
in Kentucky — the crop 
was deemed illegal 
decades ago amid efforts 
to combat marijuana, 
hemp’s psychoactive 
cousin. 

But during his five 
and a half minute 
Fancy Farm speech, 
Comer advocated for 
lower taxes, smaller gov¬ 
ernment and a business- 
friendly tax code. He 
criticized the Obama 
administration and said 
he’d work to protect 
coal jobs while trusting 
Kentucky teachers to 
instruct children rather 
than the “bureaucrats in 
Washington.”

Is a three-day 
workweek feasible? 

C arlos Sims, the second richest man in the 
world, recently advocated for a global three- 
day workweek at a conference in Paraguay. 

Though the concept of a shorter workweek isn’t 
new, Sims’ comments have opened up an ongoing 
debate of Americans being overworked. 

Under Sims’ proposal, employees would work 
U-hour shifts, making the work total 33 hours. 

“Four days off would be very important to gener- Shelley 
ate new entertainment activities and other ways of Spillman 
being occupied,” Sims was quoted in The Washing- News Editor 

ton Post. - 

I can’t argue there. Sure, there are several benefits to a three- 
day workweek. For one, a workweek ratio of three days work to 
four days off is much more fair than our current structure of 
five days working to two days off. There are several claims that 
this would also increase workplace productivity. 

On the other hand, people complain that losing seven hours 
a week of pay would be a hit to the average American’s wallet. 
After all, if workers sought out other employment to reach at 
least 40 hours a week, that would defeat the purpose of a short¬ 
ened workweek. 

Though I’m not sure that a three-day workweek is completely 
feasible, I do agree some workplace reforms are needed because 
Americans are extremely overworked. 

According to a 2010 study by the Center for American Prog¬ 
ress, 90 percent of American mothers and 95 percent of Ameri¬ 
can fathers reported work-family conflicts. 

The study argues that the American work culture is hostile 
to families, citing that the average middle income family puts in 
an average of 11 more hours a week in 2006 than in 1979. 

The study makes an argument that today’s workforce is 
“imperfectly designed for the workforce of 1960,” where the 
majority of wives were stay-at-home moms, enabling the bread¬ 
winner male to work anytime and anywhere his employer need¬ 
ed him to work. The problem is that 70 percent of American 
children now live in households where all adults are employed, 
and the 1960s work model no longer works. 

Try reading the article “14 signs that Americans are ridicu¬ 
lously overworked” on businessinsider.com and not believe that 
America’s work structure is totally off kilter. 

Here are a few of the points that stuck out to me in the arti¬ 
cle: 

•39 percent of people more than a 40 hour work week. 

•A study from Mother Jones found that many people work 
beyond the normal workday checking their work email after 
hours and on the weekends. Twenty-two percent of employees 
said they were expected to respond to work email when they’re 
not at work. Fifty percent of employees check their work email 
on sick days, and 34 percent check their work email while they 
are on vacation. 

•The U.S. is one of the few countries that doesn’t legally 
require workers to take time off. France and England require 
workers to take 30 days of vacation. 

•Since the recession, 86 percent of executives say their compa¬ 
ny expects more of their employees, and 59 percent of employees 
feel more pressure. 

My question is why is there so little action in workplace 
reform? Though the topic has garnered a great deal of discus¬ 
sion, the U.S. minimum wage has remained stagnant at $7.25 
since 2009. Keep in mind that even the Family and Medical 
Leave Act has only been around since 1993. 

Americans being so overworked and overstressed has serious 
health consequences. Is it any wonder why Americans suffer 
from disorders linked to stress such as heart disease, gastric 
problems and depression? 

Perhaps the most startling fact I discovered in my research 
was from Juliet Schor, an economist, sociologist and author of 
the nationwide bestseller “The Overworked American: Why We 
Want What We Don’t Need,” who estimated that if work trends 
continue, Americans will be spending as much time at their jobs 
in 2100 as the did back in 1920, when regulations initially were 
put into place to protect workers. 

Visions of the 1911 Triangle Shirtwaist Factory fire dance in 
my head. If that fact doesn’t frighten you, I don’t know what 
will. For our country to hold on to all the progress it’s made since 
the 1920s, workplace reform can’t go ignored for much longer. 



Tips to keep stable fly 
population under control 

T he stable fly is a blood sucker that looks like 
a house fly but has a piercing-type mouth- 
part that projects forward from the front of 
its head. Males and females feed on warm-blooded 
animals and humans, usually around the lower leg 
or ankles. They also will attack dogs, biting them 
mostly in the ears. Stable flies are not limited to 
barns and stables; they will rest around houses and 
attack people, too. Stable flies are strong fliers; they 
can cause problems at least two miles from their 
breeding sites. 

The bite of the stable fly is so painful that cattle and horses 
will stamp or kick trying to rid themselves of these pests, and it 
may make the animal difficult to handle. Studies have shown 
that heavy stable fly infestations of 50 or more per animal can 
reduce feed efficiency by 10 to 13 percent. Also, the flies can 
carry anaplasmosis from infected animals to healthy ones. 

Stable fly management 

Many of the insecticides labeled for fly control on cattle and 
horses are effective against the stable fly but control is difficult. 
Stable flies feed two to three times per day, usually biting on the 
lower parts of the legs, which are difficult to treat or to protect. 
Also, these flies spend much of their time away from animals, 
resting on walls, fences, or vegetation. Residual sprays applied to 
resting sites around stables can help some, but the flies also sit 
on lots of other surfaces. 

Sanitation is the key to stable fly management. These flies 
are common around dairy lots and stables where they breed in 
a mixture of rotting or fermenting feed, straw, manure, or other 
types of rotting vegetable matter. They also can be pasture pests 
in areas where round bales are used extensively or where hay is 
fed. Stable fly maggots can develop in trampled hay mixed with 
urine and manure. Each stable fly female produces about 500 
eggs so numbers can increase rapidly. 

Space sprays (foggers) or residual sprays can help reduce 
numbers but breeding site elimination is the most effective 
means of control. Stable fly traps effective at catching flies are 
probably better as a gauge of fly activity than in killing large 
numbers of flies - it is almost impossible to control flies when 
that are many breeding sites. 
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For a delicious Kentucky summer treat, 
try making blackberry peach crumble 


B lackberry peach crumble 
takes advantage of two 
favorite Kentucky fruits, 
which are at peak season now. 
Both fruits are low in calories 
and add fiber to your meals. 

Select peaches that are soft 
to the touch, blemish free and 
have a fragrant smell. Choose 
fruit that has a yellow or 
cream color and a fresh look¬ 
ing appearance, not a wrinkled 
peel. 

Peaches may have a blush 
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appearance depending on the variety. 
Peaches that are just mildly fragrant will 
ripen after harvest into sweet and delicious 
fruit. 

Peaches can be ripened at room tempera¬ 
ture if stored in a brown paper bag (lunch 
sack) for one to three days. You probably 
don’t have any brown bags at home, but 
these definitely work better than plastic 
bags. Look for brown lunch sacks where 
paper plates are sold. 

Never store hard fruit in the refrigerator, 
in plastic bags or in direct sunlight. This 
won’t improve the fruit or make it ripen. 

After peaches have ripened, they can 
be sorted in the refrigerator for about five 
days. Peaches are perishable, so don’t buy 
more than you can use in just a few days. 

Blackberries have the best flavor when 
served at room temperature. Use them 
within two or three days of harvest. Leave 
red berries to ripen on the bush. Berries 
won’t ripen after picking. 

Blackberry peach crumble combines two 
of my favorite fruits. I hope you enjoy this 
recipe too.

Makes 8 servings,1/2 cup each 
•2 cups blackberries 

•2 cups peeled and sliced peaches or 1 - 16 ounce bag 
frozen peach slices, thawed 
•1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
•2 tablespoons cornstarch 

•1/3 cup plus 1/2 cup packed brown sugar (add according 
to directions) 

•1/2 cup all-purpose flour 
•1/2 cup sliced almonds (optional) 

•1/4 teaspoon salt 

•6 tablespoons butter, cut into small pieces 

Combine blackberries, peaches, lemon peel, cornstarch 
and 1/3 cup brown sugar in a large bowl. Pour into a lightly 
greased/sprayed 8 inch baking dish. 

Mix together flour, almonds, salt and remaining 1/2 cup 
brown sugar. With two knives, cut in the butter until the 
mixture resembles coarse meal. 

Sprinkle flour mixture over fruit. 

Bake at 400 degrees for 30 minutes.

Our summer 

vegetables, however, aren’t 
so thrilled. It seems to have 
slowed down the ripening 
process. 

I can’t count the number 
of people who have asked 
me about their tomatoes not 
ripening. Don’t worry, they 
will. You may also see some 
brown freckle- like spots on 
the tomato skins. It’s OK. It’s 
the weather and it eats just 
fine. 

A lot of people are talk¬ 
ing about the weather 
because these cool tempera¬ 
tures are not typical. There 


is no such thing as typical 
anymore. Our climate is 
changing. Expect roller 
coaster rides. I had some¬ 
one tell me they’ve already 
heard a forecast for a bad 
winter. Don’t worry yet. It’s 
way too early to tell. 

The oceans’ temperature 
drives our weather and we 
got a lot of summer left. No 
forecaster can accurately 
predict this far out. They 
can theorize all they want, 
but the recipe for that cake 
just isn’t created yet. There 
are too many heat and wind 
factors yet to be determined. 

There are tons of models 
set up to mimic our weather 
patterns of the past, in order 
to predict the future. Some¬ 
times they nail it, some¬ 
times they don’t. 

We could use the old say¬ 
ing of “a dry summer equals 
a wet winter.” If that holds 
true, it could be a really wet 
winter, but let’s just wait 
until the end of summer 
before we start worrying 


over ice and snow, shall we? 

Dealing with the lack of 
rain has made for a lot of 
extra work this summer. It 
takes time to water. If you 
have access to earthworm 
castings I recommend you 
work some into the soil. It 
really helps retain moisture. 

The melons have begun 
to show up on the market 
and it helps to know a few 
tips when selecting one to 
buy. Watermelon should 
have a yellow spot on the 
bottom and the stem should 
be brown and dry. If you 
thump them with a finger it 
should sound like thumping 
a leather boot. 

Cantaloupes should have 
no green veins showing in 
the beige coloring. If there 
is some green then place it 
in a paper bag and let it sit 
on the counter for a day. 

Just like tomatoes, the bag 
captures the gas released 
by the melon to ripen itself.

Lawrenceburg Lions host KidSight eye screening

On Monday, Aug. 11, Kid- 
Sight Screening will be avail¬ 
able to all pre-school children 
in Anderson County. Times 
will be in conjunction with 
pre-school open houses in the 
Anderson Co. School system 
at both the Early Childhood 
Center and at Turner Elemen¬ 
tary in the late afternoon 
until 6 p.m. 

KidSight is a screening 
technique that detects six dif¬ 


ferent eye difficulties that if 
not addressed can result in 
permanent blindness to the 
eye involved. The earlier that 
a difficulty is caught - the 
easier the problem can be 
addressed as the eye and optic 
nerves develops. 

Screening involves getting 
the child to look at a camera 
and taking digital pictures 
of the light being reflected 
from the eye. Each child can 
be screened in a matter of 
a few minutes. The results 


are given to the parent and 
retained by the KY Eye Foun¬ 
dation. 

Last year 1 out of 10 of kids 
in Kentucky screened were 
referred due to one of the six 
problems that the technique 
detects. While eye exams are 
required when a child enters 
public school at age 6, this 
technique allows for early 
detection and prevention 
while the child is still learn¬ 
ing to see, which is before 
they enter school. The better 


the child sees when entering 
school, the easier the child 
can learn visually. 

KidSight is free. Lions 
across Kentucky support Kid¬ 
Sight from their own resourc¬ 
es to develop their communi¬ 
ties to see fully. Lions donate 
their time 

and talents in performing 
the service. Lions participat¬ 
ing in KidSight are back¬ 
ground checked to ensure 
that the children are not at 
risk from volunteers. 


Finally, Lawrenceburg 
Lions was requested by the 
Anderson Co School System 
to deliver the screening. 

The Club has literally pulled 
every resource from the 
43-T District and from the 
Louisville Eye Foundation to 
accomplish the screenings in 
one day.

Lately, the County 
Clerk's Office has 
witnessed a large 
increase in problems 
regarding buying and 
selling of vehicles, 
boats and trailers. 

I hope the following 
information will aid in 
the purchase or sale of 
your next vehicle.

BUYING A VEHICLE? 

There are several things to be aware of when buying a vehicle from an individual. 

The best and most secure way to transfer a vehicle is for the buyer and the seller to 
go to the County Clerk's Office. If this is not an option, then please follow the steps 
below to protect yourself from fraud. 

Is the person selling the vehicle the same person listed on the title as the owner? Ask 
for an ID. Is the title the current one? Is there a lien filed against the vehicle? Call 
the County Clerk's Office at 502-839-3041 to verify. Does the Vehicle Identification 
Number (VIN) on the title match the one on the vehicle? Always check it. The seller 
must sign the title at the top and bottom left in front of a Notary Public. Always try to 
get accurate contact information from the seller in case something else is needed. All 
delinguent property taxes must be paid on the vehicle in guestion before a transfer 
can take place. 

If you are buying a vehicle that is titled in another state, a Vehicle Transfer and Regis¬ 
tration form (VTR / TC 96-182) will also be reguired. This form can be obtained at our 
office or online. It MUST be signed by the seller in front of a Notary Public in addition 
to the title. A Sheriff's Inspection will be needed. 

The buyer will need an ID and valid Kentucky insurance card, which must include the 
VIN number of the vehicle of which is being purchased in order to complete the trans¬ 
fer in our office. It must also contain the insurance company NAIC tt and Effective 
Date of the card. 

There is a $23 transfer fee and a 6% usage tax fee (sales tax) that will be collected at 
the time of transfer. There could be additional charges depending on other circum¬ 
stances such as expired plate, special plates, etc. 

There are a few things to know when buying a vehicle from a dealer. 

Always insist to have the transfer be completed and usage (sales) tax collected at 
your home County Clerk's Office. You have the right as the buyer under KRS 186A.120 
subsection 1 as the purchaser. If the seller doesn't reguest this, the dealer can send 
the transfer to the county in which they conduct business and that county will receive 
the transfer fees and usage collection rate. 


DEATH OF A SPOUSE OR PARENT 

I can't imagine the heartache that comes with losing a spouse or parent. I know it 
can be difficult for the surviving spouse and/or child to figure out what to do with 
vehicles, boats and campers. 

Let’s discuss the issue of the surviving spouse first. If the vehicles (boats or campers) 
were titled in both names with 'or' between the names (John or Jane Doe) then noth¬ 
ing has to be done. The surviving spouse can sell these at any time. If the vehicle was 
titled in the name of the deceased spouse only, or if it was titled in both names with 
'and' between the names (John and Jane Doe), then the surviving spouse will need to 
either become the executor over the estate or obtain an Order to Dispense. 

If the parent/parents are deceased (whichever applies to the ownership), the child/ 
children must become the executor(s) over the estate or obtain an Order to Dispense. 

This will have to be done in District Court. The surviving spouse or child/children can 
transfer the vehicle(s) once these documents are obtained.

SELLING A VEHICLE? 

Are you planning on selling a vehicle in the future? Here are a few tips that might 
help! 

We have found that many individuals believe a vehicle is transferred (out of their 
name) once he/she (the seller) signs the back of the title. This is not true. A vehicle 
is not transferred until it is correctly signed in front of a Notary Public AND the trans¬ 
action is completed at the County Clerk's Office. 

Many buyers are failing to transfer the vehicles in a timely manner, so I encourage the 
seller to accompany the buyer to the County Clerk's Office to witness the transfer. 

If you go to the County Clerk's Office in your home county, the transfer fees will ben¬ 
efit your county. If the property tax has been paid already for the current year, then 
the seller is done. If the property taxes haven't been paid, a notice will be sent to the 
seller and due within 30 days. This can be paid by the seller at the time of transfer if 
they are present. 

If the seller can't go to the Clerk's Office, then be sure to sign the title in the speci¬ 
fied places in front of a Notary Public. Be sure that the buyer signs in their specified 
places in front of a Notary Public as well, to avoid fraud. 

(Be sure to check with the clerk's office to see if the buyer transferred the vehicle or 
not. If this transfer is not completed by the end of the year, the seller will be respon¬ 
sible for the following year property taxes as well.) 


JUNKING A VEHICLE? 

If you have sold or plan to sell a vehicle for scrap, the REGISTERED OWNER must 
bring the title and license plate to our office and pay $3 to 'Junk' the vehicle in the 
State System, which will remove that vehicle from your name. (Don't give your title 
to the salvage yard unless they are willing to transfer the ownership to their name.) 
All taxes must be paid on that vehicle before this can take place. This must be done 
before the end of the year to avoid the taxes for the following year. Just selling a 
vehicle for scrap does not remove your obligations.

DISABLED PLACARDS 

Any individual needing to obtain a Disabled Placard must first have their Doctor fill 
out and sign an affidavit. The person obtaining the Placard must also sign the affida¬ 
vit in front of a Notary Public. All of our deputies are Notaries. There is a $ 2 charge 
for Notary Signatures. 

Permanent Placards (blue) must be renewed every two years. A Temporary Placard 
(red) must be renewed every 90 days. New regulations from the State reguire a new 
affidavit to be filled out in front of a Notary each time. 

Why did things change? Numerous individuals have come in to County Clerk's Offices 
statewide to obtain a placard for another individual, even a deceased person, with the 
intent to use the placard for themselves. Our office is audited yearly to see if we have 
notarized signatures of the applicant. 


FORMS OF PAYMENT 


The County Clerk's Office accepts cash, checks and most credit/debit cards. Com¬ 
panies that provide credit/debit card machines charge processing fees, normally to 
the business that has the machine. Since the County Clerk's Office is a government 
entity, we can’t use taxpayer dollars to pay for the processing fees that come with a 
credit/debit card machine. These fees must be paid by the individual using the ma¬ 
chine for payment of their transaction. Debit cards are charged $ 2.50 per transac¬ 
tion. Credit cards are charged $ 2.50 per transaction if the total is below $ 50 and 
4% if above $ 50. 


NOTARY PUBLIC 

There has been lots of confusion regarding Notaries in the past. A Notary Public must 
witness the individual sign the document. The Notary will then sign their signature 
(stamp it if needed), date the document and place their expiration on it. 


COUNTY STICKERS 

Does it matter what county name is on your license plate? Your license plate is good 
statewide, no matter what county sticker is on it, however, you can change the plate 
to an Anderson County plate at anytime for $ 5.00 with your current registration. 
Your plate can be changed to an In God We Trust Plate with Anderson on it at the 
time of renewal at no additional charge. You must bring your old plate with you. In 
years past, an individual could come to our office and reguest an Anderson sticker for 
their plate. Regulations no longer permit our office to do this. 


PLATE CHANGES 

The old plate must be turned into our office if the Registered Owner wants to replace 
it with a different plate or if the State discontinues a certain plate. 


GETTING A DIVORCE? 

If you are in the process of getting a divorce and each party can agree on who gets 
the vehicles, then go to the County Clerk's Office and transfer them before the di¬ 
vorce is final. This will save a lot of time, money and paperwork. 

If your divorce is final, you must provide the County Clerk's Office with a copy of the 
Divorce Decree and Property Settlement, stating which vehicle is to be transferred 
and to whom. It shall also include the Vehicle Identification Number and preferably 
the make and model of the vehicle. Lately, our office has seen an increase in decrees 
that state that "she gets the vehicle in her possession and he gets the vehicle in his 
possession." Neither our office nor the State can verify which individual had what ve¬ 
hicle in their possession; therefore, we can’t transfer it and must direct the individual 
to go back to their lawyer and the court system. There are a few exceptions that will 
allow the transfer to take place, but it could cost the receiving party additional taxes. 
Divorced couples do not have to come to our office at the same time. 





CANCELING INSURANCE 

The registered owner of a vehicle is reguired to turn in their license plate and regis¬ 
tration if they cancel their insurance, no matter the reason. By law, your insurance 
company sends a list of insured vehicles to the Department of Insurance. If your 
vehicle is not on their list, then you will receive a letter explaining that you must go 
into the County Clerk's Office. If you haven't canceled your insurance, we will need an 
insurance card that hasn't been issued in more than 45 days. Lawmakers created this 
law in order to crack down on uninsured drivers. 



‘OR' VS. ‘AND' 

If you are purchasing a vehicle and want more than one name on the title, then please 
know the difference between 'or' versus 'and.' Using or between the names (ex: John 
or Jane Doe) means that either person can sign to sale the vehicle to another person 
or conduct any official business related to that vehicle. Using and between the names 
(ex: John and Jane Doe) means that both owners must sign to sale the vehicle or 
conduct any official business related to that vehicle. 


SPECIAL PLATES 

The State of Kentucky offers a large selection of plates to choose from. There are 
farm tags, nature plates, several organizations, military as well as college plates. 
There are additional charges depending on the choice. 


PERSONALIZED PLATES 

Personalized plates can be applied for at anytime during the year. Personalized plates 
expire in December. There is a $25 additional charge per year. You can check with our 
office to see what is available.

GARDEN PRODUCE 1963 


It's time for the stae fair and lots of Anderson Countians will be taking their produce to compete for blue ribbons. Garden produce was piling in faster than workers could list 
entries at the Agricultural Fair in August 1963.

discontent. If 
you don’t like 
your hair color, 
dye it. If you 
don’t like your 
car, trade it. If 
you don’t like 
living in town, 
move to the 
country. If you 
don’t like your job, get a new 
one. 

Now don’t misunderstand 
me; I am not confusing 
changes made out of necessi¬ 
ty with changes made out of 
restlessness. Not every change 
we make is born out of a lack 
of satisfaction with our situ¬ 
ation in life, but in far too 
many cases discontentment 
drives our decision-making. 


Discontentment drives 
our economy as well. Com¬ 
mercials appeal to our lack of 
contentment with what we 
look like, what we drive, what 
we wear, what we eat, and so 
on. By and large, people do 
not like the reality of who 
they are, where they are, who 
they are with and what they 
are doing. 

Nowhere is this discontent 
seen as clearly as in social 
media. Facebook, Instagram, 
Twitter and the others have 
largely become a place for 
people pine over someone 
else’s awesome life while at 
the same time making theirs 
seem more remarkable than 
it actually is. 

Pictures, status updates, 
and check-ins are posted to 
reflect the best moments of 
our lives. We are the produc¬ 


ers, directors and stars of our 
own reality shows where the 
moments are not so much 
preserved as they are promot¬ 
ed to our friends as reflective 
of our lives in general; our 
lives as we wish they were 
regularly - our picture of con¬ 
tentment. 

The Bible addresses this 
sin of discontent. Paul writes 
“I have learned to be content 
in whatever circumstances I 
am” (Philippians 4:11). He was 
not airbrushing reality; he 
had hurts and struggles as we 
do. He was, after all, writing 
this from prison! 

Contentment is not natural 
to us. Our sin nature is natu¬ 
rally narcissistic; our flawed 
flesh wants us to be happy all 
the time, when reality and 
life will not allow it. Hurts 
and hang-ups are a daily part 


of who we are. 

But this is not to say we 
should post all of our prob¬ 
lems on Facebook. We should, 
though, be cognizant that 
what we may be portraying 
as reality may be, in fact, 
our own way of smoothing 
the rough areas of our lives 
that we wish were different. 
Contentment with our posi¬ 
tion in life is not something 
that is easily attainable; it is 
not something we can simply 
decide to be. 

The source of true content¬ 
ment is found in Jesus Christ. 
Paul knew this; just two vers¬ 
es later, in Philippians 4:13, 
he says, “I can do all things 
through Him [Christ] who 
strengthens me.” 

When he penned these 
words, Paul was not thinking 
of running a 5k, overcom¬ 


ing some personal obstacle 
or starting a weight loss 
program; he was speaking of 
his source of contentment: 

“I know how to get along 
with humble means, and 
I also know how to live in 
prosperity; in any and every 
circumstance I have learned 
the secret of being filled and 
going hungry, both of hav¬ 
ing abundance and suffer¬ 
ing need. I can do all things 
through Him who strength¬ 
ens me” (Philippians 4:12-13). 

It is only through repen¬ 
tance and faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ that we can be 
truly content with the who, 
what, when, where, and 
why’s of this life. Only in 
Christ will we find the satis¬ 
faction and rest we all long 
for. That’s a status update we 
should all seek to share.

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Cordia mess 
a time to look 
at transfer 
business 

K udos to the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association 
for its action against Cordia 
last week. 

In case you missed 
it - and if you were 
even remotely follow¬ 
ing sports in Kentucky 
last week, there is no 
way you could have - 
the governing body for 
high school sports in 
Kentucky laid down the 
law to Cordia last week. 

It wasn’t just a talk¬ 
ing to or a slap of the wrist. 

It was a good old-fashioned razor 
strap whipping with a long proba¬ 
tion following. 

Just to recap, Cordia, a tiny school 
nestled in the mountains of Knott 
County, had not had much basket¬ 
ball success for some time. According 
the the KHSAA website, the school 
had struggled with only three win¬ 
ning seasons from 1999 to 2011. The 
Lions had made the 14 th Region 
Tournament just three times in that 
same time span. 

The last two years, Cordia went 
42-19, made the regional tournament 
both years and advancing to the 
semi-finals in 2013. The success was 
supposedly fueled by an influx of 
transfer students, some from out of 
state and even out of the country. 

And there were almost unbeliev¬ 
able rumors of recruiting shenani¬ 
gans going on in the mountains. 

The KHSAA took note. It inves¬ 
tigated and brought down the 
hammer. In its press release, the 
KHSAA said, “The Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association has 
handed down sanctions to Cordia 
High School following a nearly year¬ 
long investigation for violations of 
KHSAA bylaws including Bylaw 1 
(Responsibility of Eligibility), Bylaw 
4 (Enrollment Requirements), Bylaw 
6 (Transfer Rule-Citizens of the U.S. 
or U.S. Territories), Bylaw 7 (Transfer 
Rule-Foreign Exchange Students), 
Bylaw 11 (Financial Aid), Bylaw 16 
(Recruitment/Undue Influence), 
Bylaw 23 (Limitation of Season) 
and Bylaw 25 (Requirements for 
Coaches).” 

In other words, the KHSAA feels 
like shenanigans is not an adequate 
word. 

The association suspended Cor¬ 
dia boys’ basketball for the entire 
upcoming season and for the post¬ 
season in 2016. The school must for¬ 
feit all of its wins from a 23-9 season 
in 2013-14. The school’s entire ath¬ 
letic program is on probation until 
2018-19 and two coaches are suspend¬ 
ed from the 2014-15 tournaments. 

Cordia was also fined almost 
$26,000 by the association. 

In all, the KHSAA found 14 dif¬ 
ferent violations, including some 
dealing with falsifying records in 
regard to the living arrangements of 
transfers. One of the KHSAA’s con¬ 
clusions was that that school knew a 
staff member leased property to an 
athlete’s family without receiving 
payment. 

Wow. Just wow. 

Cordia is coached by former Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcat Rod Rhodes. He was 
not specifically named in the find¬ 
ings. 

The KHSAA Commissioner, Julian 
Tackett, said, “Unfortunately, after 
this long and careful review, this 
series of events may well repre¬ 
sent the most wanton and blatant 
disregard for Association rules in 
its 97 year history. There is appar¬ 
ently no person within the school 
or school system willing to actively 
and aggressively control and man¬ 
age the athletic program. Therefore, 
students have been allowed an unre¬ 
stricted privilege of participation 
without compliance with applicable 
and appropriate rules.” 

Wow. Just wow again. 

(For the record, an interesting 
local side light to this story is that in 
Dec. 2011, when Anderson County 
took the championship of the Brack¬ 
en County Tournament. Cordia was 
entered but the Lions and Bearcats 
did not meet.) 

Predictably, within minutes of the 
announcement, there were the hoots 
of “It’s about time. That kind of stuff 
has gone on for years,” or “It was 
easy to hit on a little school like that 
but what about (insert name of your 
favorite school accused improper 
recruiting) who has been doing it for

Bearcats fifth in 5-Star General Classic

The Anderson County High School 
boys’ golf team finished sixth in its 
first two tournaments of 2014 season. 

The Bearcats placed high in the 
prestigious Five-Star General Clas¬ 
sic at Picadome on Friday, ahead of 
defending state champion West Jes¬ 
samine and several other perennial 
powers. Louisville St. Xavier won the 
tournament with a five-over 293. 
Louisville Trinity was eighth strokes 
back in second place while West Jes¬ 
samine’s Connor Haas took individual 
honors with a 66. 

The Bearcats tallied a 34-over 322 
with junior Jordan Morgan turning 
in a 75, tying for eighth individually 
and leading the team. 

Morgan’s finish gave him points 
that count toward the all-state team. 
“He played solid golf throughout the 
round,” Anderson coach Jim Beward 
said. “I thought everyone played rea¬ 
sonably well on a tight driving course 
for the first event of the year. Our 
putting and short game need to get 
better. 

Freshman Andrew Peach, play¬ 
ing as a last-minute varsity selection, 
shot an 83, prompting Beward to note, 


“I have to give Andrew a ton of cred¬ 
it. He shot 87 in the morning with the 
course playing 5900 yards, relatively 
short, for the (junior varsity) play¬ 
ers. In the afternoon, he played the 
course at 6500 yards and improved 
four strokes from the morning 
round.” 

A year ago, Anderson’s state tour¬ 
nament team shot a 311 for fifth 
place in the same tournament. “I 
am encouraged by these results and 
think that it shows that we can com¬ 
pete at this level once again.” 

Saturday, the Bearcats shot 347 
at the Heartland Course, which was 
formally known as Pine Valley, near 
Elizabethtown, in the Central Hardin 
Invitational. 

Elizabethtown High totaled a 308 
on the par 72 course to win the team 
competiton. Glasgow’s Chase Lan¬ 
drum won medalist honors with a 
one-under. 

“I think we were playing the 
course sight unseen,” Beward said. 
“This was much like reading a piece 
of music good in spots and shaky in 
others. We had too many big num¬ 
bers on hold due to some mistakes 
and bad bounces of the ball.” 

Morgan led the Bearcats with an

Generations of hunters have 
honed basic hunting skills and 
techniques and provided tasty 
table fare by stalking the for¬ 
est for squirrels. 

For a young Chris Garland, 
squirrel hunting provided a 
gateway into the woods and 
remains a family tradition. 

“I still enjoy it,” said Garland, 
now an assistant director in 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources’ 
wildlife division. “Opening 
weekend comes and I almost 
feel obligated to go. I’ll go a 
little bit in the early season 
and I like to go after deer gun 
season. That’s another fun time 
to hunt because there is a little 
less pressure on other species 
and fewer people in the woods, 
especially on public lands.” 

Kentucky’s fall squirrel sea¬ 
son opens Aug. 16 and contin¬ 
ues through Nov. 7. It resumes 
Nov. 10 following a pause for 
the opening weekend of mod¬ 
ern gun deer season and ends 
Feb. 28. 

The outlook is encouraging. 

“I think we’ll have another 
good season,” said Ben Robin¬ 
son, small game biologist with 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“We’ve been trending up for a 
little while. The squirrel popu¬ 
lation is in really good shape 
right now.” 

Hunters help Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife monitor the squir¬ 
rel population by volunteering 
for the annual Squirrel Hunter 


Cooperator Survey. 

Last year, data provided by 
81 hunter cooperators showed 
they saw an average of two 
squirrels per hour and hunted 
for an average of three hours. 
Dogs were used on 5.6 percent 
of squirrel hunts. 

Biologists expect more of the 
same this season. 

The fall mast crop plays a 
considerable role in squirrel 
populations. Following a good 
mast year, squirrels typically 
enter spring and summer in 
better physical condition and 
female squirrels tend to pro¬ 
duce healthier litters. 

“Fortunately we had a pret¬ 
ty good mast year last year,” 
Robinson said. 

As children, many of us 
were taught to stop, look and 
listen before crossing a road¬ 
way or railroad tracks. 

The concept also applies to 
squirrel hunting during the 
early fall season when trees 
are still full of leaves and 
the dense foliage can conceal 
squirrels from a hunter’s sight. 
That’s why a lot of people 
prefer to use a shotgun in the 
early season. 

Look for stands of hickory, 
oak and beech trees. Freshly 
cut nuts falling from above or 
shavings piled around the base 
of a tree are tell-tale signs of a 
good place to set up. Soft mast 
like dogwood berries and black 
gum fruit also is an important 
food source for squirrels in

the early fall. As the 
season wears on, there’s 
a variety of hard mast 
available, particularly 
acorns. 

“Even if it’s kind 
of dry, usually there’s 
enough dew on the 
ground in the morn¬ 
ing that you can sneak 
around without making 
a whole lot of noise,” 
Garland said. “You can 
hear them cutting and 
barking or just see the 
movement in the tree 
limbs. If it’s a really 
foggy morning or it’s 
rained recently, when 


they jump from limb to 
limb, you can hear the 
water hitting the forest 
floor.” 

Setting up in the 
early morning or at 
dusk are good bets. 
Squirrels are most active 
during those periods. 

“Be patient. Wait for 
noise. See the treetops 
moving. See the leaves 
bouncing around,” Rob¬ 
inson said. 

Novices may find 
squirrel hunting to their 
liking because it doesn’t 
require an abundance of 
equipment or gear to get 
started. 

A 20-gauge or smaller 
shotgun is preferred by 
many for early squirrel 
season while a .22-cali¬ 


ber rifle is a late season 
staple once the leaves 
have fallen. Some com¬ 
fortable camouflage 
clothing, a grippy pair 
of boots along with bug 
spray, and you’re all but 
set for an early season 
outing. 

“It’s nice time to get 
out and a good way to 
introduce kids to fire¬ 
arms because you don’t 
need a high-powered 
rifle,” Robinson said. 
“You can take a .22 or 
a .410 out and get kids 
oriented to firearms and 
hunter safety. And if 
you’re using dogs, you’re 
up walking and moving. 
You’re not going to be 
bored. There’s a lot to 
look at and a lot to do.” 


Hunters are allowed 
six squirrels per day, 
with a possession limit 
of 12 squirrels. Consult 
the 2014-2015 Kentucky 
Hunting and Trapping 
Guide for additional 
information about 
squirrel hunting.

years.” 

That’s probably true. 
Hopefully the KHSAA 
will be able to clamp 
down on some of those 
schools if the rumors 
and shots fired over the 
years are indeed true. 

Over 29 years of writ¬ 
ing about high school 
athletics, I believe I 
have come to an under¬ 
standing of their real 
purpose - to encourage 
participation and aug¬ 
ment the academic side 
of high school - and can 
appreciate the need for 
evolving rules about 
how to govern transfers 
to be fair and encourage 
as much participation as 
possible. 

First, we all need 
to recognize that high 
school athletics are far 
different from college. 
At the high school level, 
teenagers are often 
playing a sport simply 
for fun and most will 
never play competitive¬ 
ly again after getting 
their diplomas. 

Along with the high 
school experience, peo¬ 
ple move. And in 2014, 
they move often. The 
games today are not 
like 50 years ago when 
people lived in the same 
place for years. It’s not 
the same as in the day 
when a kid is toiling 
in the same hayfield 
where his grandfather 
had 50 years earlier. 

Over the years, this 
job has allowed me to 
meet so many people 
who have relocated 
because of jobs or fami¬ 
ly considerations. To not 
recognize that as part of 
2014 is being blind. 

Second, there should 
be some reasonable lim¬ 
its on transfers in order 
to prevent some of the 
nonsense that goes on in 
the name of academia, 
but everyone knows is 
for athletic glory. I don’t 
know what the answer 
is. However, I do know 
that forcing a kid to sit 
out a full school year 
after transferring, as is 
often suggested, is not a 
solution. 

If a kid’s father is 
transferred in October, 
why should that kid 


be barred from play¬ 
ing baseball or running 
track in the spring? Or 
for that matter, why 
should they be barred 
from wrestling or play¬ 
ing basketball? 

At the same time, 
should a kid who has 
playing with a team all 
season long be forced 
to give up playing time 
if someone transfers in 
late in the season? 

My feelings have, ah, 
moved over the years, 
but it seems fair to me 
to say no new players 
after a certain point 
of the season, maybe a 
date that falls a quar¬ 
ter or third of the way 
through. 

Thirdly, counties 
with open enrollments 
- meaning that the 
county has more than 
one high school but 
kids can go out of their 
designated attendance 
area - can be problem¬ 
atic, but if a kid can 
move around due to an 
academic program, he 
should be able to do so 
once for athletics. 

Fourth, along that 
same line, I can’t see 
a problem relocating 
because of athletics. If a 
family has the resources 
to do so and wants to do 
so, it is their right. It is 
not up to any of us to 
tell a family where to 
live. If a kid shows some 
athletic ability and 
wants the opportunity 
to play for a certain 
coach or program, I 
don’t see any difference 
from the academically - 
gifted kid moving to 
take advantage of a 
math or English teacher 
or program. 

Finally, contrary to 
the wide perception, 
most transfers are legit. 
While most agree that 
what allegedly hap¬ 
pened at Cordia was 
wanton and exaggerat¬ 
ed, there will always be 
rumors of wrong-doing. 
Some will be with 
merit, but that should 
not cause us to remem¬ 
ber that most transfers 
are above board. 

It’s when coaches, 
fans or administrators 
get involved to get a kid 
to transfer for athletic 
purposes that the lines 
of fair play are crossed.

NOTIFICATION OF FERPA RIGHTS 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents and “eligible students” (students 
over 18 years of age or students who are attending a postsecondary institution) certain rights with respect to 
the student's education records. They are: 

1. The right to inspect and review the student’s education records within forty-five (45) days of the 
day the District receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the school Principal/designee a written request that identifies 
the record(s) they wish to inspect. The Principal will make arrangements for access and notify the parent or 
eligible student of the time and place where the record(s) may be inspected. 

2. The right to inspect and review logs documenting disclosures of the student’s education 
records. 

Except for disclosure to school officials, disclosures related to some judicial orders or lawfully issued 
subpoenas, disclosures of directory information, and disclosure to the parent or eligible student, FERPA regu¬ 
lations require the District to record the disclosure. 

3. The right to request the amendment of the student’s education records that the parent or eligible 
student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of the student’s privacy or other rights. 

Parents or eligible students may ask the District to amend a record that they believe is inaccurate, mislead¬ 
ing, or in violation of privacy or other rights. They should write the school Principal, clearly identify the part of 
the record they want changed, and specify why it is inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of their privacy or 
other rights. 

If the District decides not to amend the record as requested by the parent or eligible student, the District 
will notify the parent or eligible student of the decision and advise him\her of the right to a hearing regarding 
the request for amendment. Additional information regarding the hearing procedures will be provided to the 
parent or eligible student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

4. The right to provide written consent prior to disclosure of personally identifiable information 
contained in the student’s education records, except to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure 
without consent. 

Exceptions that permit disclosure without consent include: 

a. Disclosure to school officials with legitimate educational interests. A “school official” is a person 
employed by the District as an administrator, supervisor, instructor, or support staff member (including health 
or medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a person serving on the school Board; a volunteer, or 
an outside person or company with whom the District has contracted to perform a special task (such as an 
attorney, auditor, medical consultant, or therapist); or a parent or student serving on an official committee, 
such as a disciplinary or grievance committee, or assisting another school official in performing his/her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs to review an education record 
in order to fulfill his/her professional responsibility to the District. This may include contractors, consultants, 
volunteers, and other parties to whom the District has outsourced sen/ices or functions. 

b. Upon request, disclosure of education records without parent/eligible student notice or consent to offi¬ 
cials of another school district or post-secondary institution in which a student seeks or intends to enroll or is 
already enrolled or to other entities authorized by law so long as the disclosure is for purposes related to the 
student’s enrollment or transfer. 

c. Disclosure of information to those whose knowledge of such information is necessary to respond to an 
actual, impending, or imminent articulable and significant health/safety threat. 

d. Disclosure to state and local educational authorities and accrediting organizations, subject to require¬ 
ments of FERPA regulations. 

Designated Kentucky State agencies may be permitted access to student record information, which will 
depend on the authority granted to their particular agency. 

5. The right to notify the District in writing to withhold information the Board has designated as directory 
information as listed in the annual directory information notice the District provides to parents/eligible students. 

To exercise this right, parents/eligible students shall notify the District by the deadline designated by the 
District. 

6. The right to prohibit the disclosure of personally identifiable information concerning the student 
to recruiting representatives of the U. S. Armed Forces and its service academies, the Kentucky Air 
National Guard, and the Kentucky Army National Guard. 

Unless the parent or secondary school student requests in writing that the District not release information, 
the student’s name, address, and telephone number (if listed) shall be released to Armed Forces recruiters 
upon their request. 

7. The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of Education concerning alleged failures by the 
District to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

Child Find 

The Anderson County School District keeps educational records in a secure location in each school and 
Board office. 

The Anderson County School District obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student (age 18 or 
who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing personally identifiable information to an entity 
or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records will be 
destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to provide educational programs 
or services. The Anderson County School District may destroy the educational records of a child without 
parent request three years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or 
other purposes. The Anderson County School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of 
the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, grade level 
completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf¬ 
blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language 
impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special 
Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 sen/ices include those children in a public elementary and secondary education 
program who have a current physical or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major 
life activity, which causes the student’s ability to access the school environment or school activities to be 
substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three and four-year old children identi¬ 
fied with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 
150%. Preschool children eligible for special education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead 
of a 504 plan to receive State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Anderson County School District has an ongoing “Child Find" system, which is designed to locate, 
identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, 
age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of Special Education or 
504 services. This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; 
those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing 
from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 sen/ices. 

The district’s “Child Find’ system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools 
within the school district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Anderson County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who qualifies for 
Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided appropriate Special 
Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the 
Anderson County School District find any child who may have a disability and need Special Education or 
504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, 
and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the possible disability, and other information to determine if 
Special Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letter and phone calls are some of the ways the Anderson County School District collects the information 
needed. The information the school district collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find 
out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for Special Education or 504 services.
